Looking to strike a deal 


O Both sides in transit impasse ready to make separate offers, meet with conciliator at 10:30 a.m. today 
O If an agreement is reached, it would still take a few days for regional buses to start rolling again

Each side has its own offer to make 
as Metro Transit and the union 
return to the bargaining table on 
Wednesday morning. 

Halifax regional council was in 
a private meeting Tuesday after¬ 
noon when Ken Wilson, 
president of Amalgamated Tran¬ 
sit Union Local 508, announced 
to reporters in Grand Parade that 
they will present a new offer to 
Metro Transit this morning. 

“The members of ATU Local 
508 have prepared a counter-offer 
to the employer’s final (offer). 
Although they told us they didn’t 
want one, we’re going to do it 
an 5 Avay,” Wilson said. “And then 
the ball’s back in their court, 
where it’s been the whole time.” 

Less than two hours later, 

HRM sent out a press release say¬ 
ing they will present a council- 
endorsed offer this morning, too. 

“The conciliator has called 
both parties together for 
10:30 a.m. (Wednesday) morning. 
Both sides have an offer to bring 
forward and, hopefully, it will 


come to a resolve,” Mayor Peter 
Kelly said in an interview. 

“We were already behind 
closed doors when the union 
made their commentary. It’s 
good we’re all thinking the same 
way.” 

Neither side would speak to 
what is in their offers. Kelly also 
dodged a ques¬ 
tion on why 
Metro Transit is 
no longer stick¬ 
ing firm to its 
previous posi¬ 
tion of wanting 
the union to 
take it to their 
members for a 
vote. 

He said those details will be 
given to the union this morning. 

Wilson watched council’s pub- 
hc meeting from the gallery on 
Tuesday. He said he has yet to see 
leadership there and only some 
councillors know what’s going 
on. 

“They want us on the street, 
it’s blatantly obvious. Now let’s 
see if they’re prepared to keep us 
there with the counter going to 
them tomorrow,” Wilson said.

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Can’t get a bus? Try slug¬ 
ging. 

Halifax regional council 
discussed a number of pos¬ 
sible measures on Tuesday 
to help citizens out during 
the transit strike. One of 
the many ideas is slugging, 
where people wait at desig¬ 
nated stops where accom¬ 
modating drivers will pick 
them up for a ride to work 
or school. 

But it was the debate 


over adding parking 
around town that drew 
most of the attention 
around the council table. 

Ken Reashor, director of 
transportation and public 
works, said they’re looking 
at allowing people to park 
at deserted bus stops. But it 
would involve identifying 
which stops would work 
and not cause safety or traf¬ 
fic hazards, and putting up 
signage to make parking le¬ 


gal. 

There would be costs in¬ 
volved and it would take 
about two weeks before the 
first bus stops would be 
available. 

“We will do whatever we 
can in bus zones and limit¬ 
ed parking zones that don’t 
impact businesses,” 

Reashor said. 

They can’t cover many of 
the meters in bags down¬ 
town because businesses re-

Coun. Linda Mosher sug¬ 
gested HRM organize a pro¬ 
gram where cabs make 
multiple pick-ups and drop- 


offs at specific stops and the 
users would split the cost. 

David Hendsbee said 
HRM could employ char¬ 
tered buses if the strike 
continues. 

“I suggest our energy 
and focus is skewed right 
now,” countered Coun. 
Jackie Barkhouse. She said

Cab boundaries in HRM 
will be temporarily erased 
for the duration of the 
transit strike. 

Halifax regional coun¬ 
cil voted 12-9 to open up 
the zones temporarily 
during their Tuesday 
meeting. That means cabs 
from all over the munici¬ 
pality can work in the lu¬ 
crative Halifax zone.

An “agenda-forecasting” 
system kept from the eyes 
of Halifax regional council¬ 
lors would see politically 
sensitive staff reports 
flagged and screened 
through the office of HRM’s 
senior bureaucrat. 

But CAO Richard Butts 
says there’s nothing new 
about the system. 

“The agenda-forecasting 
system has been in place a 
long time.... This is just the 
next evolution of it,” Butts 
told reporters at Halifax 
City Hall on Tuesday. “(It 
tries) to make certain that

the reports that come for¬ 
ward to council are part of 
council’s agenda and direct¬ 
ed by council to come for¬ 
ward.” 

A document released by 
the alternative weekly The 
Coast reveals municipal 
staffers met last November 
to plan out the system. 

The document says the 
aim of agenda forecasting is 
to project all staff reports 
for up to one year before 


they’re released, and to 
conduct a systematic re¬ 
view of all reports for their 
“political and operational 
sensitivity.” “No reports go 
forward without being 
screened through this 
process,” it reads. 

It also says that the brief¬ 
ing notes given to the CAO 
and his deputy will not be 
made available to council¬ 
lors or the public. In a 
section titled Communica¬ 
tions/Roll Out, it’s unclear 
whether council would be 
made aware of the agenda¬ 
forecasting system at all. 

But Butts said the re¬ 
leased document was only a 
draft and doesn’t have 
much value.

Boyd bows 
out of 
mayoral 
race 

David Boyd has dropped 
out of the race for mayor, 
throwing his support be¬ 
hind Mike Savage. 

Boyd, a local taxi driv¬ 
er, garnered a little more 
than two per cent of the 
vote in the 2008 
city election. 

“Mike’s in. I’m 
out,” he said on 
Tuesday. “That’s 
the end of it for 
us this year. 

Maybe in four 


more years I’ll try again.” 

“Savage has support 
from all three major par¬ 
ties, and we just don’t 
have the support.... The 
recent polls showed us in 
the two per cent range, 
and we just don’t feel we 
have a chance at 
winning.” 

Boyd famously 
campaigned on turning 
HRM into a “Vegas of the 
East” in 2008, suggesting 
Halifax should have 
more strip clubs and casi¬ 
nos. He also made head¬ 
lines in 2003 when he 

suggested mar¬ 
riage law 
should be 
amended to in¬ 
clude human- 
android 
relationships.

A cap on generic drug 
prices is gradually affecting 
the bottom line of pharma¬ 
cies across Nova Scotia, says 
a lobby group for pharma¬ 
cists. 

Allison Bodnar, execu¬ 
tive director of the Pharma¬ 
cy Association of Nova 
Scotia, said anecdotal evi¬ 
dence suggests pharmacies 
have begun to reduce store 
hours and full-time hours 
for some employees since 
the cap was implemented 
in July 

“And for the first time in 
probably a decade we are 
seeing (pharmacy) students 
graduating without place¬ 
ments and we are posting 
virtually no jobs on our 
website,” said Bodnar. 

Under legislation intro¬ 
duced last April, the provin¬ 
cial government set a cap 
on generic drugs of 35 per

The owner of a Bedford 
food market says a fire¬ 
wall he installed during a 
renovation project did 
what it was supposed to. 

“That saved us,” said 
Cameron Khandan, owner 
of Persepolis Food Mar¬ 
ket, as he looked at the af¬ 
termath from a fire that 
hit the building housing 
his business and one oth¬ 
er on Tuesday morning. 

Halifax Regional Police 
and Halifax regional fire 
responded to a fire at the 
one-storey building hous¬ 
ing the market and the 
adjacent Tu Do Restaurant 
at 1225 Bedford Highway 
just before 2 a.m. 

When firefighters ar¬ 
rived on scene, fire was 
shooting out of the roof of 
the restaurant. There was 


no one inside. 

“There was a large vol¬ 
ume of flames, coming 
out of the top of the struc¬ 
ture,” said Halifax region¬ 
al fire spokesman Capt. 
Dave Meldrum. 

It took firefighters 


about two hours to get 
the blaze under control. 
They were then able to go 
inside and put out any hot 
spots. 

Meldrum said the fire¬

Florence Green never 
saw the front line. Her 
war was spent serving 
food, not dodging 
bullets. 

But Green, who has 
died at age 110, was the 
last known 
surviving vet¬ 
eran of the 
First World 
War. 

She was 
serving with 
the Women’s 
Royal Air 
Force as a 



waitress at an air base in 
eastern England when 
the guns fell silent in 
1918. 

Green died at a care 
home in eastern 
England, two weeks be¬ 
fore her 111th birthday. 

In 2008, Green 
remembered her 
wartime service with af¬ 
fection. 

“1 met dozens of 
pilots and would go on 
dates,” she said. 

She added: “1 would 
work eveiy hour 
God sent. But 1 
had dozens of 
friends on the 
base and we had 
a great deal of 
fun in our spare 
time.”

Tories do U-turn: 
Torture info now OK 


The federal government 
has carried out a dramatic 
U-turn on torture. 

It has directed Canada’s 
spy agency to use infor¬ 
mation that may have 
been extracted through 
torture in cases where 
public safety is at stake. 

The order represents a 
reversal of policy for the 
Tories, who once insisted 
the Canadian Security In¬ 
telligence Service would 
discard information if 
there was any inkling it 
might be tainted. 

Public Safety Minister 
Vic Toews has quietly told 
CSIS the government now 
expects the spy service to 
“make the protection of 
life and property its over¬ 
riding priority.” 

A copy of the two-page 
December 2010 directive

was obtained under the 
Access to Information Act. 

It drew swift condem¬ 
nation from Amnesty In¬ 
ternational Canada, 
which said information 
obtained under torture 
“has no place in the jus¬ 
tice system, full stop.”

A horrendous crash that 
killed 10 migrant farm 
workers and a truck driver 
in rural Ontario has rekin¬ 
dled calls for a ban on 
15-passenger vans, the 
kind that ferried Monday’s 
tragic crew. 

There were also calls to 
bulk up safeguards for 
agriculture labourers. 

Workers’-rights advo¬ 
cates said the crash in 
Hampstead, northeast of 
Stratford, has brought to 
light the hazards faced by 
tens of thousands of mi¬ 
grant workers toiling on 
Ontario’s farms. 

Long shifts under gru¬ 
elling conditions leave 
workers exhausted and 
vulnerable to accidents, 
said Stan Raper of the Agri¬ 
culture Workers Alliance. 

“There has to be a more 
humane way to provide 
work to people,” Raper 
said. 

Bob Chiarelli, Ontario’s 
Minister of Transportation, 
said driving a 15-passenger 
van requires special train¬ 
ing and would not be per¬ 
mitted using a standard 
international licence. 

The van carrying work¬ 
ers from Peru collided with 
a flatbed truck. 

The impact sent the van 
hurtling across a lawn be¬ 
fore smashing into the side 
of a house with the passen¬ 
ger side ripped nearly 
clean off.

Vans meant 
for cargo, 
say moms 

Two women whose sons 
were killed in a 15-passen- 
ger van crash four years 
ago in New Brunswick say 
the horrific collision in On¬ 
tario reinforces their behef 
that the large vehicles are 
“death traps.” 

Isabelle Hains and Ana 
Acevedo said the vans offer 


no protection to passengers 
because they’re designed to 
cany cargo, not people. 

“How many more terri¬ 
ble 15-passenger-van colli¬ 
sions and deaths do we 
have to witness before our 
governments... wake up,” 
their statement says. 

Hains’s 17-year-old son 
Daniel was among seven 
high school basketball 
players killed in 2008. 
Acevedo’s 17-year-old son 
Javier also died.

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A win, a delay 
for gay couples 

O U.S. court says same-sex ban unconstitutional 
O But California gays must wait for more challengess 


A U.S. federal appeals 
court Tuesday declared 
California’s same-sex mar¬ 
riage ban to be unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

The move puts the bit¬ 
terly contested, voter- 
approved law on track to 
reach the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 

A three-judge panel of 
the 9th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals ruled 2-1 that a 
lower-court judge correctly 
interpreted the U.S. Consti¬ 
tution and Supreme Court 
precedents when he de¬ 
clared in 2010 that Propo¬ 
sition 8 — a response to an 
earlier state-court decision 
that legalized gay marriage 
— was a violation of the 
civil rights of gays and les¬ 
bians. 

But the appeals court 
said gay marriages cannot 
resume in the state for 
now. 

They must wait until 
the deadline passes for 
Proposition 8 sponsors to 
appeal to a larger panel of 
the 9th Circuit.

The coldest place on earth 
may have stopped scien¬ 
tists tantalizingly short of 
tapping into a 15-million- 
year-old mystery of a 
buried Antarctic lake. 

Racing against time 
and plunging tempera¬ 
tures, Russian scientists 
have been drilling nearly 
four kilometres beneath 
the bleak central Antarc¬ 
tic surface to reach Lake 
Vostok, about the size of 
Lake Ontario. 

The Russian news 
agency RIA Novosti quot¬ 
ed sources on Monday as 
saying they have finally 
touched the liquid lake 
surface, 20 years after the 
controversial project 
started in earnest. 

The head of the Russ¬ 
ian mission pulled back 
on Tuesday, however, 
telling Nature magazine 
the data are still being an¬ 
alyzed to confirm the hit. 

Timing is vital: The last 
flight out of the area left 
Monday as Antarctica’s 
short summer vanished 
and temperatures started 
falling.

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Trip to tighten bond with China 


O While in Beijing, PM to discuss 
developing a long-term strategy 



Centuries ago, emperors 
flocked to the Temple of 
Heaven in Beijing to pray 
for a good harvest. 

And that’s where Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
will make one of his flrst 
stops on a trip through Chi¬ 
na, continuing a course he 
set two years ago to harvest 
more of the country’s 
wealth. 

The trip comes amid a re¬ 
newed focus on Canada’s 
ability to satiate China’s 
growing thirst for oil — a 
thirst that’s reflected itself 
in billions of dollars worth 
of Chinese investment in 
Canada’s oilflelds since 
2009. 

One route is the North¬ 
ern Gateway pipeline. 


which could deliver oil 
from Alberta to ports in B.C. 
and then onwards to China. 
But hearings into the 
pipeline have just begun. 

So, though oil and gas ex¬ 
ecutives form part of the 40- 
strong business contingent 
along for Harper’s trip, it is 
other sectors ready now for 
greater Chinese involve¬ 
ment that will be daily fo¬ 
cus of Harper’s tour. 

This is Harper’s second 
visit to China since 2009. 
The two countries have 
grown closer thanks to a se¬ 
ries of high-level meetings. 

Harper is hoping to push 
forward the relationship 
with a series of events high¬ 
lighting people as much as 
product, as well as signing 


new deals. 

Among the deals in the 
works is the foreign-invest¬ 
ment protection agree¬ 
ment, which has been 
under negotiation with Chi¬ 
na for almost 20 years. 

Business groups would 
like to see an agreement fi¬ 
nally reached, as it would 


give both sides more confi¬ 
dence to expand trade. 

The delegation on the 
trip includes five cabinet 
ministers, six Toiy MPs and 
40 business and community 
leaders, including high-lev¬ 
el executives from the ener¬ 
gy and agriculture sectors.

This column is totally going 
viral! How can I say that? 
Well, I can’t, really. 

But the point is that the 
phrase “going viral” is 
becoming so overused by 
media, bloggers, marketers, 

t PR t 3 ^es and consumers alike to 

describe something that is “taking off” 
(when it isn’t always), that has definite¬ 
ly more than hit its tipping point — and 
could soon jump the shark. 

“Going viral” has become one of the 
sexiest phrases out there, and essential¬ 
ly means becoming extremely popular in a very short 
amount of time. 

Now everyone wants to be part of something that’s 
going viral, whether they’re creating it or sharing it. 
The Internet and social media, of course, have fuelled 
virality in ways pre-Internet couldn’t do, and the term 
“going viral” has seeped into popular culture. 

It’s referred to everywhere — in movies, TV, music 
and even books. 


Whether it’s a YouTube 
video, a tweet, a Facebook 
photo, a meme, 
interactive flash game, 
app, software or a 
forwarded email, 
attaching the message “go¬ 
ing viral” is an exciting 
way to get people to click 
on something and pass it 
on to others. 

Certainly much of the 
shared stuff is awesome, 
but “going viral” has 
become so ubiquitous, so 
overused, that, often as 
not, it refers to things that aren’t going viral. 

The term is used as kind of a desperate gimmick by 
marketers to generate exposure for products and by 
everyday people looking for fame for stuff that really 
isn’t catching on in the least. 

So ... I propose the time has come for all of us to 
start being far more discriminating about our use of 
“going viral.” To have some criteria and rules for what 
“going viral” is (e.g., 100,000 YouTube views in a mat¬ 
ter of days is “going viral”; 9,000 views is not). 

If we don’t, we’re totally going to ruin the meaning 
of this phrase through its overuse. People will stop 
clicking on it — or be far more suspicious — of 
anything that says “going viral.” It will come more to 
mean “going anti-viral.” Or buzz kill. 

Failing that, perhaps we just move past it altogether 
and begin to use new words and phrases to describe 
the phenomenon of something getting popular really 
fast. Phrases like “holy contagious!” or “completely in¬ 
sane!” or “crazy buzz!” 

Those could just as easily start to generate new ex¬ 
citement for something taking off. 

So, yes, as I was saying, this column is totally going 
viral, er, holy contagious!

The movie took hits for 
its miscasting of Keanu 
Reeves and Michael 
Keaton in key roles, but 
Washington was praised 
for his work.

MBA GRADS CAN 
ANALYZE PROBLEMS 
FROM MANY ANGLES 

With average Canadian MBA students 
earning as much as $143,000 after grad¬ 
uation, according to the Financial Post’s 
2010 MBA program index, there is good 
reason the masters of business adminis¬ 
tration is gaining popularity in Canada 
and worldwide. 

Students who have an MBA have 
been exposed to many different areas of 
business they probably would not have 
otherwise, says Shai Dubey, director of 
the Queen’s MBA program and academ¬ 
ic director of the university’s Masters of 
International Business. That experience 
allows MBA grads to analyze problems 
critically from many angles. 


“You provide added value for your 
company because you have a well- 
rounded perspective on how a business 
should work,” he explains. 

Going through an MBA program is al¬ 
so about personal exploration, he says. 
“It’s about exploring ... how to leverage 
your skills, how to minimize your weak¬ 
nesses.” 

Queen’s MBA students graduate with 
an understanding of the big picture, but 
also with the skills to execute on that un¬ 
derstanding, Dubey says. 

Leadership skills are a vital 


component of the degree. “Within an or¬ 
ganization people do MBAs because 
they want to get promoted, and to get 
promoted you need to be able to lead 
people,” says Dubey. 

Good leadership is very different from 
managing people, he explains. “You can 
give anyone a title, but that doesn’t mean 
they can actually lead.” The Queen’s 
program is designed to give students 
many opportunities to exercise their 
leadership skills. It’s a trait to look for if 
you are choosing a school, says Dubey. 

Because teamwork is such an impor¬ 


tant aspect of an MBA, the people you 
work closely with in class can be just as 
important as the skills you learn. 

“You’re forming life-long friendships,” 
says Dubey, who adds he regularly sees 
Queen’s alumni recruit for their own busi¬ 
nesses from their alma mater because they 
trust the quality of the education. That’s 
the power of networking. 

However, “where people end up very 
much depends on what kind of 
background they have and what kind of 
industry they’re going into,” Dubey says.

Travis Randell has played 
more games as a forward 
than all but one player in 
Halifax Mooseheads histo- 
ly. But he might never have 
looked as comfortable as 
he has for the past two 
weeks since injuries forced 
a sudden shift to defence — 
so comfortable, he might 
finish his QMJHL career 
there. 

The 21-year-old has been 
a natural on the blue-line 
since stepping in for con¬ 
cussed regular Aust 5 m 
Hardie on Jan. 26. 

“I’m feeling more and 
more comfortable eveiy 
day,” said Randell, whose 
298 career games are sec¬ 
ond only to Brandon Bene¬ 
dict’s record of 343. 

“It’s definitely an adjust¬ 
ment at first to get your 
foot-speed backwards, but 1 
think sometimes being a 
forward and switching 
back, 1 see things develop 
other defencemen might 
not.” 

It’s not the first time 
Randell’s been used as a de¬ 
fenceman, but this is his 
longest extended stint. Giv¬ 
en his seamless transition, 
it’s not a surprise he began 
his hockey career as a blue- 
liner and didn’t start skat¬ 
ing as a forward until 
midget AAA with the St. 
John’s Maple Leafs. 

He only switched be¬

he had a better chance of 
making it as a forward. 
When he made the team, 
he never switched back. 

Randell, who served as 
captain last season, but 
handed that distinction 
over to Cameron Critchlow 
in August, carved out a 
niche in his first four 
QMJHL seasons as a defen¬ 
sive forward. 

“Maybe now I’m more of 
an offensive defenceman,” 
joked Randell, who has 45 
goals among 113 career 
points. 

“But 1 enjoy it back 
there. I’ve been able to 
move the puck well and 
help out offensively a bit, 
and it’s fun making a nice 
breakout pass. You get a dif¬ 
ferent perspective on the 
game — you have the full 
game in front of you.” 

How long Randell stays 



on defence might depend 
on the health of concussed 
regulars Steve Gillard and 
Aust 5 m Hardie, but he’s cer¬ 
tainly lessened the impact 
of those injuries and given 
the coaches something to 
think about. 

“We’ve had injuries on D 
and we’re deep up front,” 
Randell said. “It’s just an¬ 
other thing where I’ll do 
whatever it takes to stay in 
the lineup.”

The Pittsburgh Penguins’ 
dream is to have their Big 
Three centres healthy by 
the end of the season, but 
for now Evgeni Malkin is 
canying the load on his 
own. 

The 25-year-old Russian 
leads the NHL scoring race 
and has been a workhorse 
for the Penguins while they 
await the return of Sidney 
Crosby and Jordan Staal 
from injuries. Some see 
Malkin pla 3 dng as well or 
even better than in 2008- 
’09 when he won the Conn 
Sm 5 dhe Trophy as playoff 
MVP while leading Pitts¬ 
burgh to a Stanley Cup. 

“Definitely he’s pla 5 dng 
in the same range as in 
‘09,” defenceman Kris 
Letang said Tuesday. “He’s 
strong, eveiy game he’s 
ready to go and he’s really 
concentrating on what he 
has to do. 


“You can even see him 
playing well defensively, so 
that’s a good sign from a 
guy like that.” 

Malkin has scored 14 
goals in as many games, 
with at least one point in 
20 of the last 25 games. 

His scoring and Marc-An- 
dre Fleuiy’s goaltending 
are big reasons why the 
Penguins have stayed safely 
in playoff position despite a 
run of injuries among the 
worst in the league. 

The players say it also 
helps that they have been 
in this situation before. 
Last season, Crosby played 
only 41 games — one less 
than Staal and two fewer 
than Malkin — due to in¬ 
juries. The Penguins still 
finished 49-25-8, although 
they were ousted in the 
first round of playoffs. 

Crosby, whose woes be¬

He looked like his old, 
super-talented self on the 
ice, and clearly enjoyed be¬ 
ing back skating with his 
teammates. 

But as he has done in the 
past, Malkin has taken the 
offence on his shoulders. 

“This month and half 
was exceptional,” said 
coach Dan Bylsma. “It was 
awesome hockey, dominat¬ 
ing games, the number of 
points put up. If he did that 
for seven months straight 
it would be an unbelievable 
thing.”

What will likely go unnoticed is the lack of a V-8 option, 
leaving the GS 350 and the gasoline-electric hybrid GS 
450h as the only models. The V-8 GS 460 cost an addition¬ 
al $11,400 over and above the GS 350 when it last 
appeared in Canada for the 2010 model year and was nev¬ 
er a big seller. Its relatively poor fuel economy also didn’t 
help. Replacing the GS 460 is the V-6 F Sport that has its 
own front clip, mesh grille, body trim, 19-inch wheels and 
variable suspension and steering systems that continuous¬ 
ly adjust to road conditions and driver inputs. 


It might have a V-6, but the GS 350 is hardly 
slow. It can scoot to 100 km/h from zero in a 
Lexus-reported 6.3 seconds, which is a tick 
more than the second-generation GS 450h that 
arrives later in the 2012 model year. That mod¬ 
el should be the undisputed hot rod in the 
bunch. What V-8? 

The V-6 has been updated with direct fiiel in¬ 
jection whereby gas is more accurately metered 
directly into the combustion chambers. 


The F Sport uses the same carryover 
306-horsepower 3.5-litre V-6 as the stan¬ 
dard GS 350. It’s connected to a six- 
speed automatic transmission that 
“blips” the throttle for smoother down¬ 
shifts (called rev matching). Compared 
to the GS 350, the F Sport adds a level 
to the standard driver-selectable operat¬ 
ing mode that firms up the suspension 
and sharpens the steering.

Wooing and winning over 
significant numbers of up- 
scale-car buyers has been a 
successful venture for Toy¬ 
ota’s premium brand and 
the latest GS series should 
literally accelerate this 
trend despite being down a 
couple of cylinders. 

Why? Well, for one thing 
the 2013 GS, which is slated 
for a Februaiy debut, is 
leading Lexus out of the de¬ 
sign doldrums where, along 
with many of its stable 
mates, the car has been. 

Nothing overly radical 
mind you, since the 2013 
GS shares a number of 
physical and mechanical 
components with its 2012 
counterpart, but at both 
ends the revisions are obvi¬ 
ous. The reshaped nose- 
piece displays a large air 


intake below the grille with 
additional side intakes that 
also serve as fog-light hous¬ 
ings. The confluence of 
shapes and angles at the 
business end might not 
rank as an artistic tour de 
force, but it’s certainly char¬ 
acter building and that will 
help you spot the GS in a 
parking lot. 

The starting-point GS 
350 rings in at stout 
$54,000, including destina¬ 
tion costs, which is about 
the same as the outgoing 
model, while the F Sport 
will likely sticker in the 
vicinity of $61,500. 

The hybrid is estimated 
in the mid-$70,000 range to 
start. 

That’s a lot of cabbage, 
but this is still life in the 
fast lane with the GS well 
within sight of other luxuiy 
competitors and their six- 
cylinder offerings.

government and consumer 
appetitive for green fuel 
was going gangbusters, the 
founders of BIOX started to 
test the technology for 
commercial potential. 

In 2001 BIOX acquired 
its worldwide rights. In 
2007 its plant in Hamilton, 
Out., was completed, and 
has been working virtually 
non-stop at full capacity 
ever since, pumping out 
biodiesel at a rate of about 
60 million litres per year, 
establishing itself as one of 
the largest “continuous 
flow” biodiesel production 
facilities in the world. 

The best way to under¬ 
stand the BIOX process is to 
first look at the “tradition¬ 
al” process. Traditional 
methods need a lot of ener¬ 
gy and time to first deal 
with the Free Fatty Acid 
(FFA) content in some feed¬ 
stock. 

They need an additional 
layer to treat the FFA, or 
use feedstock with veiy lit¬ 
tle FFA, such as soya or 
canola. BIOX has no such 
trouble. 

The other huge advan¬ 
tage of the BIOX process is 
that it is continuous. Feed¬ 
stock goes in one end and 
biodiesel comes out the 
other. In contrast, the tradi¬ 
tional process is a batch 
process. 

Yet another advantage is 
its flexibility. Norton says 
BIOX can adapt “on the fly” 
to various raw materials. As 
such, BIOX is more able to 


use cheaper “non food 
grade” feedstocks — the 
high FFA content animal 
fats, crude palm oil, used 
cooking oil from restau¬ 
rants, etc., that t 5 q)ically 
end up in cosmetic and/or 
animal feed markets. 

BIOX also considers itself 
“supply agnostic.” They are 
not committed to any par¬ 
ticular raw material stream 
or industiy. 

“We know the raw mate¬ 
rial markets are going to 
change,” says Norton. 

“We actually source on a 
weekly basis, in about a 
500-mile radius of the 
plant. We buy based on 
availability, price and logis¬ 
tics. It’s a different combi¬ 
nation eveiy week.” 

Diesel transportation fu¬ 
el in Canada must contain 
a two per cent renewable 
component. Certain 

provinces have their own, 
higher requirements. 

But the U.S. is further 
along with both regula¬ 
tions and tax incentives, 
and that’s where the big de¬ 
mand is for biodiesel, and 
where all of BIOX’s fuel cur¬ 
rently heads. 

That demand helped, 
and continues to help, the 
U.S. biodiesel industiy; it is 
clearly ahead of Canada’s. 

But don’t blame BIOX. 
It’s doing its part, and in a 
unique, technical way. 

Over time, BIOX will also 
surely help me and others 
turn around their negative 
feelings about chicken fat.
